No intelligent man of either political 
party can longer doubt that this whole 
batch of incendiary attempts—tho Blair 
memorial, tho Kimmel bill, tho secret 
Florida investigation, the Potter resolu­ 
tion—have a common paternity and were 
instigated by Mr. Tilden. He never did 
anything more characteristic of his “still 
hunt” methods. This astute and secretive 
plotter, who mistakes cunning for wisdom, 
is no doubt sincere iu thinking that he has 
been delruuded of an office to which ho was 
elected by tho people, and he probably justi­ 
fies to himself the underhand attempts ho 
is making to shake tho stability of the 
government, imperil the public tranquillity 
and disturb the business of tho country. 
But neither bis aim nor bis methods will 
be indorsed by tho public sentiment of the 
country. That his aim is not approved by 
tho people Mr. Tilden himself is perfectly 
conscious, Ibr otherwise he would have no 
reason for standing behind a curtain and 
dissembling bis activity. His methods are 
those of a conspirator, although he is far 
enough from regarding himself in that 
light. But it is of the very essence of con­ 
spiracy to act in concealed concert with 
others to accomplish an object which 
tho originators dare not avow, and 
to 
concoct 
in close privacy plans 
whoso future execution by overt acts is 
made to await the ripening of tho enter­ 
prise. Under tyrannical and oppressive 
governments this is justifiable and some­ 
times praiseworthy, as is shown by the re­ 
spectan which all freemen bold the memory 
of the illustrious Italian patriot, Mazzini. 
But this kind of politics is out of place in 
free countries where all great questions are 
decided by open appeals to public opinion. 
That Mr. Tilden has been secretly plotting 
to get tho question of bis claims to the 
Presidency reopened is not creditable to 
his 
patriotism. 
We have the 
best 
reasons for believing that bis nephew 
and 
political 
factotum, 
Mr. Pcllou, 
went to Baltimore to hold a secret 
conference with certain members of Con­ 
gress who are the foremost abettors of the 
scheme for impugning Mr. Hayos’ title, and 
that those members conveyed to their asso­ 
ciates the wishes and instructions of which 
Mr. Pclton was the medium. It produces a 
painful impression on the public to sec 
Mr. Tilden’s kinsman, ‘ the most intimate 
and trusted of his friends, figuring in a 
clandestine eonsultatiou with Congressmen 
bent on ripping up tho Presidential count 
made and declared by the Forty-fourth Con­ 
gress. That Mr. Pelton w'ent to Baltimore 
to bold that clandestine interview without 
the knowledge and complicity of Mr. 
Tilden is incredible, 
Tho 
evidence 
being conclusive 
that 
Mr. 
Tilden 
is 
at 
the bottom 
of this 
move­ 
ment, be ought to have the moral courage 
and political frankness to stand forth and 
avow his responsibility. He should scorn 
to act a part which be is ashamed to own. 
We have the kindest sentiments toward Mr. 
Tilden personally; wo are disposed to 
make allowance for the deep sense of wrong 
which he feels in losing tho office to which 
he thinks ho was elected; bat his own con­ 
science and feeling of manhood must 
rubnke him iu attempting to distnrb what 
has been settled. Why does be put on 
masks and skulk behind disguises if ho is 
not conscious to himsolf that his conduct 
will not boar public scrutiny ? At any rate, 
he must not exptot that this disonssion is to 
proceed without reference to him whon it 
bos been ascertained that he is tho secret 
instigator of the whole movement 
All the parts of this movement having a 
common origin they must bo interpreted in 
the light which they mutually reflect upon 
each other, 
'ihc Blair memorial is tho 
chief feature to which tho others are sub­ 
sidiary, It is the avowed purpose of that 
memorial to reopen tbo Presidential ques- j 
lion with a view to depose Mr. Hayos. Tho 
proposed investigation is ¡mblicly linked 
with that memorial in tho Potter resolution, 
and it is a fair inference that tbo aim of 
tho resolution is to get up evidence to 
carry out tho object of the memorial. If 
tho purpose be difierent Mr. Pottor and 
bis associates should tell tho country pre­ 
cisely what it is. What use is to be made 
of tho evidence when it shall have toen col- 
lectud? It it is merely to supply campaign 
litoruturo for tho elections it was ridiculous 
to claim that tho resolution prcscnti^l a 
question of high privilege.

If it dues not aim at tho 
object pointed at by the Blair memorial 
it is impossible to explain why tlie me­ 
morial is recited iu tbo preoinblo as 
one of the main grounds of the 
rtsolution, lu spite of politic disavowals 
intended to ward off suspicion tho eonulu- 
siou is irresistible ihu- tbo purpose of this 
movement is to overthrow Mr. Hayes’ title 
and depose him from office. IIiul not this 
been its object it would Lave steered quite 
clear of tho Blair memoriol, instiad of 
building on it as a main ground of tbo iu- 
vestigatiou and tho solo reason fur erecting 
it into a question of high privilege. 
Now, 11 it be tho purpose of this move­ 
ment to put Ylr. liayi-s out of office, tho 
democratic party is venturing upon tho 
great feat of “sliooting Niagara." It is easy 
enough for rash and venturesome persons to 
go over tho falls if they choose to take 
that risk, but 
it might be prudent 
for them to consider in wliat condition they 
are likely to find themselves when they 
shall have been iirccipitated into tbo “bell 
of boiling waters" bcnestb. 'Iho democrats 
will either carry tbo country witli tliein or 
they will not. If tho country Is dmgued 
over in that tremcuduus uud desperate 
plunge it will discend into tho obyss of 
Mexican anarchy. A precedent will have 
been set which will embolden every deieateil 
and discontented candidate to reassert his 
title at any time within the lour yents alter 
the regular count has gone against him, and 
wo shall bo launched upon a long i xperi- 
mcnt of Mexican anarchy and irremediable 
civil confusión. 
But tho chances aro 
a hundred to one that the democrats 
will nut carry tho country with thorn in 
“shooting Niagara.” They are likr-ly to 
go over tho ciituruot alone and to find their 
dcBtrastion iu “the hell of boiling waters" 


which make eternal war with the ragged 
rooks below. If the demooratio party sets 
itself in array against the title of a President 
who has been regularly inauguroted and 
has completed nearly half his term the 
party will exhibit a truly remarkable ex­ 
ample of political suicide. The indiguant 
opposition of tho country to an attempt to 
Mexicanize our institutions will render the 
democratic party as odious to public feeling 
and as contemptible in numbers as it was 
at the close of tho civil war. This great 
blunder of the democrats the republicans 
are prompt to seize upon to their own ad­ 
vantage, as will be seen by the republican 
address which is issued on the heels of the 
passage of the democratic resolution. 
Against tho cry of “fraud” they raise the 
cry of “revolution,” and they will unite 
the whole North once more in their sup­ 
port. 
It is contrary to the whole spirit of our 
institutions to take up the grievance of a de­ 
feated oandidato for the Presidency and set 
tbo country in commotion by an attempt to 
foist him into office by driving out his suc­ 
cessful rival. This is the Mexican method, 
but not the American method. 
Our con­ 
stitution was framed on the principle that 
it is more important to have tho Presidential 
succession promptly and finally decided 
than to respect tho wishes of a plurality of 
voting citizens. Had it so happened in the 
last election that Peter Cooper had re­ 
ceived tho electoral votes of Florida there 
would have been no choice by the electoral 
colleges and the House of Boxiresentatives 
would have elected tho President. Tho 
House may choose any one of the three 
highest candidates, and if, in tho supposed 
contingency, the House had elected Mr. 
Cooper, his title would have been as clear 
and indisputable as if tho whole body of 
oitizeus in all the States bad elected him 
by an absolutely unanimous vote. The 
constitution is framed on tho principle that 
it is more important to have each Presiden­ 
tial election promptly settled and done 
with than that tho candidate shall be in­ 
stalled who may have received tho great­ 
est number of votes. 
This jirinciplo 
was adopted in order to avoid the 
confusion and turmoil that would attend a 
disputed succession, which the founders of 
our government deemed a greater evil than 
such an occasional loss of votes os that of 
which the Maryland memorial complains. 
The American people will repudiate and 
crush any attempt to supplant order and sta­ 
bility by tho pronunciamentos and anarchy 
which have blighted the prosperity of 
Mexico, our unfortunate sister Republic. 


A n o th er 8acceR »ful H e ra ld W e a th e r 
P rc d ic tio u . 
Tho discussion in progress among tho 
British meteorologists as to the possibility 
of predicting from America the arrival of 
storm centres on the European coasts, and 
in which some doubts have been expressed 
as to such a possibility has been main­ 
tained with considerable spirit. But the 
English champions of the H e ra ld weather 
service have boon as vigorous iu the defence 
of our Buccesslul system as its opponents 
have been weak in assailing it on the ground 
of inutility. 'lo-day wo publish a special 
cable despatch announcing the exact fulfil­ 
ment of tbo latest uf our warnings and 
under such cironmstanoes as to set at rest 
tho questions raised by our sceptical friends 
over tbo sou. Our readers will remember 
tho peculiar weather experienced on this 
continent from tho beginning of tho lost 
week of April to tho end of the second 
week of this month. Tho conditions, al­ 
though very variable as to temperature 
and rainfall, were such as not to jus­ 
tify, iu our opinion, warnings lot tho 
European coasts. 
We did not send 
any, and the weather in tho British 
Islands, Scandinavia and France was on 
the whole must equable and undisturbed 
by storms during that period. But on the 
13th we decided that tho conditions wore 
threatening and thut a moderate depression 
leaving our coasts would, in its progress 
across tho ocean, develop btormy weather, 
'rhcreforo at half-piuit one o’clock on lost 
'I’uesduy morning. May 14, wo cabled our 
London Bureau as f o l l o w s “A depres­ 
sion, attended by strong westerly winds 
and rain, will probably amvc ou tho 
British coast about tho 17th, and may 
develop considerable storm energy about 
longitude forty-five degroc.s west and thence 
eastward.” Now it is very evident that if 
wo wore uiiablo to inako exact weather pre­ 
dictions from Now York lor tho British 
coasts during tho three weeks wo allowed 
to pass without sending such warnings, a 
storm or storms might have visited Europe 
and thus jirovud our inability to forewarn. 
But no storm.4 nnived there during that 
time, and a storm did arrive exactly on tho 
day wo predicted, and alter the lapse of tho 
throe weeks. The inierouco to bo drawn 
trum those lacts is that the H ioíalo system 
of storm warnings is entirely reliable, and 
that tho captions criticisms levelled at it 
are entirely unjustified, 


T bo V U Iirry A w an l. 
In a message laid before tho Senate yes­ 
terday the President calls tho attention of 
Congress to tho fact that as tho Treatj' of 
Wivslilngton proviilod that any award made 
on account of the fisheries should bo paid 
within twelve mouths, theruioro an appro­ 
priation must bo inado at this session in 
order to enable the guverumout to moot

Tho President

such discretion to the Exocntivo govern­ 
ment in regard to its payment us iu tho 
wisdom of Congress tho publio iutercsis 
may seem to rt ipiire.” This appears tobo 
r* commending it very feebly, for the clause 
about discretion has tho air of a hint that 
if Congress chooses to ubjeet to tho 
paymeat tUero arc two or throe points 
which aff >rd ground for such a course. These 
points are supplied in the opinion given by 
the Scerelary of WUte, and are—first, tho 
want of unanimity; next, tho argument 
that the award as made by tho commission­ 
ers is nut restricted to the point submitted 
to them by tbo treaty. Tbo Hoorotary is, 
wo believe, tight iu his judgment that the 


country will not care to avoid the award on 
the first point, unless England agrees with 
us (hut unanimity was necessary. Our own 
opinion is that the country will care equally 
little about the other subterfuge. Tbo 
award is made ou terms to which we con­ 
sented, and is against us; and auy fair view 
of what is honest and honorable requires 
that we should pay, and pay without making 
wry faces.

C o a n t S e b o u v a ltlT s 
U lssta u . 
From the distinct and concise utterances 
of Count Schouvuloff, in an interview with 
our St. Petersburg oorrespondent, given in 
our cable despatches to-day, some very 
important inferences seem inevitable, 
Schonvalofirs sudden visit to Russia was a 
remarkable event in whatever aspect it may 
be regarded, and quite apart from diplo­ 
matic procedure, even, as this is varied on 
occasions of emergency, for it left the Rus­ 
sian government without its trusted confi­ 
dential representative at the English capi­ 
tal at a period when any hour might be criti­ 
cal; and os the step was of course in pur­ 
suance of delicate negotiations it was a 
virtual declaration that none of tho regular 
channels of communication were equal to 
tbo duty to be performed. Ideas, deolaru- 
tiouH, conceptions were to bo conveyed 
from authorities in London to the 
Emperor 
in 
St. 
Petersburg 
which 
it was not safe to commit to a 
medium so likely to pass them on in a 
coarse and arrogant form as the mind of the 
British representative, Lord Loftus, who 
evidently deems it an impertinence in the 
Emperor of Russia that he does not rate 
England as dominant throughout the 
world. These ideas were such that when 
communicated to Count Sohouvaioft' he was 
apparently requested not to commit thorn 
to the chances uf the pen and ])aper, or the 
telegraph M'ire, or the Russian Foreign 
Office, but to deliver t,bem by word of 
mouth directly to the Emperor himself. It 
will be observed that the Coupt speaks of 
himsolf as having gone to the-Emperor on 
a “personal mission,” and that to disclose 
before ho reaches London what he has to 
say there would be “wanting in respect for 
the Queen of England and Lord Salis­ 
bury.” He appears from these words to 
bo the bearer of a message to the 
Queen, and a message to the British Foreign 
Office, Apparently the message to tho Queen 
is a personal response from the Czar to a 
personal appeal from Victoria in the inter­ 
est of peace. Her Majesty, with her honest 
woman’s impulse, and acting in the same 
spirit of downright common sense that has 
controlled her before on occasions of equal 
importance, has appealed as a sovereign 
desiring peace to a sovereign not wishing 
for war, not to let the sense of a mistaken 
point uf honor drift two great peoples into 
an unnecessary conflict. That, wo believe, 
is tbo nature of the message conveyed to the 
Russian capital by Count Schouvaloff, and 
it has boon received there, we doubt not, in 
as generous a spirit as that in which ii was 
sent. But it does not follow that war will 
bo prevented, though it makes the assem­ 
bling of a congress more likely.

The republican Legislature, having re­ 
fused to pass auy excise law suitable to tho 
cities of the State, will be responsible for all 
tho evils that ra-iy follow. The law of 1857, 
which is now in operation, has never been 
enforced in New York and never will be en­ 
forced. It is absurd to deny tho foot that 
hundreds of. places have been licensed 
which arc not legitimately entitled to a 
license under the present law, or that poj)- 
ular sentiment indorses the most liberal 
coDstmctiun that can be adopted by the 
Excise Board. 'Ihis disregard of the re­ 
quirements of tho statute will be continued, 
and it is not at all probable that any jury 
could bo found in Now York thut would 
agree on a conviction in case of a pros­ 
ecution ior violation of tho law. 
No 
law rcg.ardcd by ninc-tcnths of the 
people 
as 
inexpedient 
and 
unjust 
cun be effectually enforced. Tho Legisla­ 
tures of 1870 and subsequent years recog­ 
nized tho necessity of placing tho cities of 
the State uuder an excise system different 
from that of 1857, and it was only through 
curelossncsB in legislation that the intent of 
tho laws they enacted for that purpose 
was defeated by tho decision of tho Court of 
Appeals. If the Legislature had this year 
passed a now excise law for cities it would 
only have done what preceding Legislatures 
decided to bo expedient and desirable. It has 
instead loft us with an inoperative law that 
will lead to confusion, dissatisfaction and 
litigation. The oily will rtcoivo only about 
one hundred and lllty thousand or two hun­ 
dred thousand dollars for license foes, while 
it would have received half a million under 
u fair law. If prusuoutiuns are commenced 
by tho fanatics who have wrought this evil 
they will only entail oxpouso on tho city 
uud ou individuals without securing a con­ 
viction or making tho law more respected 
or bettor observed. We may have a repeti­ 
tion of Kiiasiuodio police raids, but these 
will only demoralizo tho force and promote 
corruption. 
At tho same time more liquor 
will be consumed than under a good excise 
law, lor the reason that unlicensed places 
can aflord to sell at cheaper rates, 'fho 
cause of tcmpcraiioe will, therefore, be in­ 
jured rather than bcnofltod by the action 
of its supporters. If tbo temperance people 
are satisfied with tbcir work they must bo 
very singularly constituted. 


T h« Iro n W o rk s n t P liU b n ia . 
Our correspondent who is travelling to 
inspect tho various uiouufncluring indus­ 
tries of tho country has reached Pittsburg, 
tho most important seat of iron industry 
in the United Slates. It is evident from 
his observation and inquiries that this 
country is rising to supremacy in this great 
branch of prodnution as it is in t o many 
others. Our iron mines are among the 
richest and most extensive in the world; 
uud 
our 
mines 
of 
coal, 
without 
which 
tho 
richness 
of 
our 
iron 
mines would bo practically wortbless, 
arc as abnndunt as our iron mines, and are 
fortunately so located as to bring the two 
Into oouvoulent proximity. 
With these 
great natural advantages the ingenuity and 
enterprise of our countrymen may be pretty 
securely relied on to do the rest. StUil, the 


Pittsburg iron men think protection essen­ 
tial to their pro»perity, in consequenoo of 
the high xirico of labor in this country. But 
with or without protection Pennsylvania 
will before the close of this ceutury take 
the lead of England in the production of 
tho best qualities of iron at cheap prices. 
Iron is a very heavy commodity, and 
even 
without 
any 
tariff 
at 
all 
Pittsburg is highly protected by the enor­ 
mous cost of freight. This argument, in­ 
deed, applies only to tho home market and 
not to the foreign market for irou. In tho 
foreign market the freight charges are equal 
between this country and England. But it 
will be a great, though an easy triumph to 
exclude English iron from the vast Amer­ 
ican market for that commodity.

Deadlock

K esolntlou 
Passed. 
Tho democrats of the House succeeded 
yesterday in getting a quorum of their own 
members—a bare 147 with not a single vote 
to spare—and thereby succeeded in getting 
the previous question seconded and after­ 
ward iu passing the resolution. 
Only a 
bare quorum voted in the passage of the 
resolution, and the vote stood 145 yeas 
against 2 nays, the republican members 
still refusing to vote. But whether they 
voted or refrained made no difference 
after the democrats had secured the 
presence of a working quorum. 
Although 
tho Potter resolution was passed the ques­ 
tion cannot yet bo regarded as closed, as it 
would have been if Mr. Pottor had not 
withdrawn his motion to reconsider the 
vote and lay the motion on the table, and 
if that motion had been carried. The mo­ 
tive for withdrawal is an interesting 
question for speculation. It leaves a possi­ 
bility of reopening the question to-day. and 
it may turn out, after all, that the demo­ 
crats. satisfied with their triumph and sen­ 
sible ol the weakness of their position, 
may make some oonoessions to-day looking 
toward a compromise. During this protracted 
contest and deadlock several of tho most 
intelligent democrats have come to the con­ 
clusion that the evidence in supijort of the 
investigation has been misrepresented and 
exaggerated, and they have reasons enough 
for wishing thut the party may be “let 
down easy.” If Mr. Potter himself has 
discovered that the alleged evidence is 
mere rubbish that fact would explain tho 
withdrawal of his motion and his willing­ 
ness to leave tho door open for some ar­ 
rangement or compromise with tho repub­ 
licans to-day. To-day’s proceedings in the 
House will be watched with the liveliest in­ 
terest.

The swindling of the poor Indians is, it 
seems, as flourishing and profitable a branch 
ot business on the frontier os ever it was. 
According to a letter from Helena, printed 
on another page, the military authorities 
have discóTored the most startling frauds 
upon the unfortunate savages, and there is 
nothing in the experience of the post to cast 
tho least doubt upon the truth of the 
story. 
Tho Bannock Indians are the 
victims this time. When Joseph went into 
rebellion last summer and led poor 
Howard over the mountains in a vain pur­ 
suit it was foarod that the Bannocks 
would join him, but fortunately lor the 
great Christian warrior a holy and pious 
agent was aent to them at the time, and 
they remained on their reservation. He 
was a reverend or an éx-revorend gentle­ 
man, and of course his heart was overflow­ 
ing with love for the poor Indian. That 
was probably the motive of his appoint­ 
ment. He had not been very long at the 
agency, however, when the Bannocks 
mounted their ponies and rode away from 
this good man as far as they could go. Their 
principal ground of dissatisfaction was 
that the supplies intended for them were 
converted to his own use. This only shows 
how hard it is to satisfy the average savage. 
The ohoioo cuts of beef killed for them 
went to supply the hotel of which ho was 
proprietor. 
Their prints, rod flannel, 
blankets and knives ho boxed up and sent 
borne to Wisconsin, where bo probably kept 
a dry goods store. Their pocket handker­ 
chiefs, needles and cotton spools took tho 
some direction. This is tho latest scan­ 
dalous story of Indian fraud on tho Plains. 
If true there is a pretty strong probability 
that at least one model Indian agent will 
servo a term in tho Pouiteutiary. 


P ro r«sso r lle n rE 's Sueceasor. 
Tho solcction of Professor Spenoer F. Baird 
as tho successor of tho lato Professor Henry 
in tho secretaryship of tho Hmithsonian 
Institution is jirobably as wiso a ohoico as 
could have boon made. Professor Baird is 
thoroughly familiar with tbo workings of the 
Institution, having been its assistant secre­ 
tary for nearly thirty years. Ho is favorably 
known to tho scientific world and enjoys a 
somewhat extiusivo popular reputation os 
tho United States Commissioner of Fisheries. 
As a scientist ho is of course far below the 
rank of bis lato chief; but a Henry is not to 
bo had overy day, and tho Regents of the 
Instilntiuuwcro wise in placing in his vacant 
chair tho associate and personal friend of a 
quarter of a century. In tho bauds of I’ro- 
fcasor Baird the Institution will continue to 
work pretty much tbo same us under Pro­ 
fessor llonry. It will undoubtedly main­ 
tain its bigb reputation among tbo scientific 
bodies of the world and conscientiously 
carry out tho ideas and objects of its 
founder.
